Today the challenge of education 
Is being thrown into the faces of all 
of us. No longer arc school men and 
women Ini themselves strong enough 
to meet it With the Increasing com¬ 
plexity of society and the manifold 
changes taking place ^n Its* structure 
the educational *y*tetii cannot now 
proceed with its business behind its 
own protecting walls; for those walls 
have been demolished and the educ¬ 
ational system must taka Its p'acc 
unprotected In the hurly-burly of 
modern society. The tasks of the 
class-room and the problems of the 
school building reach ut into and are 
affected by the social forces playing 
upon them with the safllb Intensity 
as they play upon our other social 
institutions. The providing of good 
•'duration is becoming a much more 
difficult Jrb. The demands on the 
class oom teacher are more numer¬ 
ous and of h higher order; the prop¬ 
er handling of the enterp isc and 
otlie group activities, the be*t utiliz¬ 
ation of f)ins. si bool broadcasts and 
field strips, the wise use of guidance 
techniques and services a’l r.aquire 
much tlmt and effort an(f a high 
levell of intelligence on the part of 
the teacher and point to the necessity 
of his giving more attention to ac¬ 
quiring a greater understanding of 
the child's whole life—beyond the 
school as well as in it.

Fertilizer attachments must also be 
thoroughly cleaned. When commer¬ 
cial fertilizer becomes wot the water 
joins with chemicals in the fertilizer 
to form acid. The acid cats away at 
the metal parts and before long they 
are ruined. 

Shearing and cutting edges such 
as those on plow shares, n^mldboards 
cultivator shovels and disc blades 
should be well cleaned and a coating 
of grease applied. If you run your 
getting | single disc or one-way up on planks 
the disc blades will be kept out of 
the ground and rust anil corrosion of 
the edges prevented.
